high-grade municipal bonds had been 
replaced with low-grade insutrials, he 
called attention of Caldwell to the 
fact that the trust greemcnt with 
Hardeman county had been violated. 


Cnldwcll Was Told 


'" Calrtwell & Co. were unable to pro- 
5cure additional municipal bonds to 
fl Tovor the trust agreement, Carter tes- 
)'lifted, and he dclcarcd that when 


Caldwell learned of this condition he 
said "the responsibility for this re- 
mains on my head." 


Caldwell denied Carter's story, when 


testifying in his own defense, Cald- 
well attorneys upbraided Carter with 
having turned qn^ho rhan "whq'furnr 
ishcd his bread arid b'utier," to which 
Carter retorted that he had "sunk 
everything .witHsRogars Caldwell" and 
had only'1 produced liis banking rec^ 
prds in order to protect himself "from 
the very kind of prosecution that is 
being shifted on me now." 


Caldwell & Co., with a valuation of 


$45,000,000 two years ago, was rated 
ns the greatest investment house in 
the South. Its slogan, "We hank on 
the South," was nationally known. 


Its crash caused the collapse of the 


J41,000,000 Banco-Kentucky at Louis- 
ville', Ky., the Bank of Tennessee, the 
Holston-Union Bank and numerous 
others in Tennessee, and A. B. Banks 
& Co. in Little Rock, Ark., operat- 
ing 48 banking units and three insur- 
ance companies. 


Mr. Banks was tired in Little Rock 


last week for accepting a deposit in 
un insolvent bank, and convicted Sat- 
urday, receiving a sentence of one 
year in the penitentiary.

sonal triumph for Carl E. Bailey, 
prosecuting attorney of! /the Little 
Rock district; and a defeat for United 
States Senator Joe T. Robinson, chief 
counsel for Mr. Banks. 


Prosecuting Attorney Bailey had a 


collision with the Pulaski grand jury 
shortly after the latter indicted Mr. 
Banks. The grand jury, re-examining 
some of the witnesses, attempted to 
rescind its action by petitioning the 
circuit court to have Mr. Bailey move 
for dismissal. This, Mr, Bailey re- 
fused to do. 


When the trial date was set, Senator 


Robinson for the defense asked the 
court to continue the case until later 
in the s&mmcr. This also was refus- 
ed, and trial was started the last week 
in June, 


Mr. Banks' defense to the state's 


charges was that he hnd had revived 
many insolvent banking institutions 
and industries, thus performing a pub- 
lic service through most of his career, 
and that his key bank, the American 
Exchange, was not in fact insolvnnt on 
Saturday, November 15. The defense 
attempted to show that the bank's 
assets, and the collateral-on many of 
its loans had depreciated considerably 
between the time the bank closed and 
the time that it wns taken in charge 
by Sam Wilson, liquidating agent for 
the state. Mr. Wilson was an im- 
portant state witness, describing the 
bank's condition as he viewed it on 
assuming charge when reorganization 
attempts had failed, about two months 
after suspension of payment. 


To Mr. Banks' defense arguments, 


the state rctored that the financier 
used the resources of banks in'one 
community to revive insolvent banks 
in another, and that ho so involved 
the funds of his three insurance com- 
panies with the liabilities of his bank- 
ing houses that two of the companies 
were forced into bankruptcy while 
the third had to be taken over by an 
out-of-statc concern. 


Following his conviction, Mr. Banks 


remained at libcry under his original 
$5,000 bond.

Forty-nine years old and bnrn at 


Jamestown, Pa.. Dr. Lewis is de- 
scended from colonial stock. Ho is a 
University of Nebraska graduate. 


By his work with leaders in oggri- 


cuHurc. banking.' transportation and 
industry in every state of the "old 
South," he is regarded as being well 
fitted ot wrestle wit hthe problems 
of diversification, co-operative mar- 
keting and chcdit. 


Active'in New York 


Reared upon a large dairy farm in 


Pennsylvania, Dr. Lewis helped reor- 
ganize the milk supply system of New 
York City. He established.three large 
farnj colonies for tha,t city and helped 
reorganize four others where patients 
were taught to produce food for them- 
selves. 


Two trips to Europe in 1927 and 1928 


to study agricultural conditions in 
Denmark, France, Germany and Eng- 
land resulted in an invitation from 
Japanese sorccs to go to Korea to es- 
tablish a unified agricultural system. 


In Wisconsin, Dr. Lewis was an ex- 


aminer in adjusting tax rates be- 


tween corporations and farms. This 
work resulted in his being invited to 
Washington to assist the interstate 
commerce commission in establishing 
the earning power of railroads. 


At the beginning of the term of 


Charles E. Hughes as governor of 
New York. Lewis became statistician 
of the public service commission. 


Subway Planner 


His duties included a financial his- 


tory of power companies, and assist- 
ance in laying out the enlarged sub- 
way system of New York City, 


He became assistant to John P. 


Mitchell, later mayor, and was one of 
the small group that established the 
city's budget system. 


For a short time he was with the 


company that built nitrate plant No. 
2 at 'Muscle Shoals. ' 


Since 1926 Dr. Lewis has been vice 


president and director of the Penney- 
Gwinn corporation, operating a 120.- 
000-ncre farm demonstration in Florida, 


During the past _wo years he has 


been president of a corporation doing 
an annual dairy business of $5,000,000 
in the South. 


Dr. Ldwis has helped to organize 


the Florida citrus fruit industry, be- 
ing active in the Florida Citrus Grow- 
ers' Clearing House association and 
the Florida Citrus exchange.

Sterling expressed conviction Thurs- 
day that a special session of the leg- 
islature will consolidate state depart- 
ments and bureaus into n conserva- 
tion commission administering oil, 
gas, water, soil and natural resource 
conservation and that oil control can 
be embodied in the same law. He 
said lie did not intend to submit any 
local bills to the special session, when 
held, except "life and death" matters. 
The bureaus that would be merged 
into u strong central conservation 
commission are oil and gas division 
and gas utilities 
division, railroad 


commission, state board of water en- 
gineers, 
three-member

state reclamation department. 


Governor Sterling said taxation will

WASHINGTON.— (ff>) —Uncle 
Sam 


set out Thursday to pull himself out 
of his worst financial hole since the 
war. 


A check'of his books July 1 showed 


he lacked just aboUt a billion dollars 
of coming out even for .the'past 12- 
month. A statement by Acting Sec- 
retary Mills of the treasury blamed 
the $903,000,000 deficit largely upon 
increased expenditures for agricultur- 
al aid and relief, additional benefits 
to war veterans, accelerated govern- 
mental construction activities and up- 
on a severe decline in taxes, particu- 
larly income. Customs and internal 
revenue receipts, important sources of 
government funds, also fell off.

tost Friday flight wheri Max Schmel- 
ing, Gentian strong man. made Rood 
his claim t6 the title by Scoring a tech- 
nical knockout over Willie Stribltng, 
pride of Georgia, in the last round of 
their 15-rOund fight. 


The man Who looks like Jack Demp- 


sey was good enough to (pulverize prob- 
ably the best' scientific boxer In the 
United .States, and thus proved that 
he was entitled to the championship 
which a referee awarded him on a 
foul by Jack Sharkey a year ago. 


Schmeling entered the ring barely 


at even odds, with a majority of the 
sports writers 
believing . Stribling 


would "take" him. 


But the Georgia boy was either 


overtrained, or else his 10-year career 
in the resin square had burned him 
out at 26. Stribling, it is estimate , 
has appeared 300 times In boxln^, 
i- 


tests. 


A master of defense, and sharp on 


the attack when he wants to be, Strib- 
ling started his campaign against the 
German is flashy style. For six rounds 
he threw everything he had at 
Schmeling, but the German kept bor- 
ing in for more. In the seventh, the 
tide of battle turned against the 
American, and in the tenth round 
Stribling was virtually out on his feet.
